BIRTHS. 


During  the  yeai’  857  live  births  were  registered,  this  lieing  160 
more  than  last  year’s  total.  The  rate  per  l,0OO  population  was  17.8 
compared  with  an  average  of  19.1  for  England  and  Wales. 

Of  the  total  number  46  or  5.3%  were  illegitimate. 

DEATHS. 

During  the  year  .506  deaths  were  registered,  being  19  more  than 
in  1945,  but  on  the  increased  population  figures  the  death  rate  was 
lower  at  10.5  per  1,000  compared  with  the  average  of  11.4  for  England 
cand  Wales.  The  infantile  mortality  j-ate  was  26.7  per  l,tKXl  live  births 
and  compares  with  40  for  the  average  of  England  and  Wales. 

For  the  second  year  in  succession  no  deaths  took  place  from 
maternal  causes.

Scarlet  Fever. — The  .scarlet  fever  rate  was  slightly  le.ss  than 
that  (if  the  previous  year,  48  cases  being  notified,  a rate  of 
0.99  ))er  1,000  pojnilation.  The  inajoidty  of  cases  were  mild 
and  there  were  no  deaths.  In  most  eases  the  origin  of  the 
infection  was  unknown  or  uncertain,  a common  feature  of 
scarlet  fever,  but  there  wei'e  two  instances  in  which  infection 
was  clearly  centred  in  a school. 

In  dune  an  outbi’eak  of  illness  due  to  the  haanolytic 
strejitococcus  (the  organism  responsible  for  scarlet  fever) 
occurred  at  a jirivate  boarding  and  day  school  for  boys.  There 
were  four  eases  of  typical  scarlet  fevei-  and  five  cases  of 
feverish  illness  not  associated  with  a rash.  The  throats  of 
87  children  and  staff  remaining  at  the  school  were  swabbed 
and  59  of  these  gave  positive  results.  This  represented  a very 
high  carrier  condition,  and  illustrates  the  difficulty  of 
exercising  any  really  efficient  control  over  this  type  of  illness. 
As  the  .summer  holidays  were  near,  the  headmaster  closed  the 
school  two  weeks  before  the  vacation  would  normally  have 
begun,  and  no  further  cases  were  reported. 

Another  minor  outbreak  occurred  at  a day  school  for  infants 
attended  by  some  100  children,  lletween  September  7th  and 
October  26th  ten  cases  of  scarlet  fever  occurred  in  the  school 
and  over  this  period  some  sixteen  other  children  suffered  from 
a mild  attack  of  sore  throat  which  was  .sufficient  to  keep  them 
from  school  for  a few  days.  Daily  inspection  of  the  children 
without  swabbing  was  carried  out  in  this  instance,  and  the 
infection  died  out  in  a shoi't  time. 

Diphtheria. — Five  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified,  all  of 
which  were  isolated  cases.  Only  one  of  these  cases  was  a 
school  child,  and  thei’e  were  no  cases  among  children  under 
school  age.  None  of  the  cases  was  severe  and  all  made  a good 
recovery. 

Experience  has  not  shaken  belief  in  the  value  of  immunisa- 
tion, but  it  has  shown  that  the  protection  afforded  is  of  limited 
duratio)!  in  a certain  i)roportion  of  cases.  As  a safety  measure 
it  is  advisable  to  give  one  re-inforcing  dose  at  approximately 
three  yearly  intervals  uj)  to  school  leaving  age.  At  the  end  of 
the  year  records  in  the  Public  Health  Deimrtment  showed  that 
of  the  children  living  in  the  district  age  0—5  71.8  per  cent, 
have  been  immunised,  and  of  the  children  age  5—15  94  per 
cent,  have  been  immunised.

Measles. — Following  the  extensive  epidemic  of  last  year  the 
incidence  of  measles  was  comparatively  light,  eighty-five  cases 
being  notified.  The  type  of  illness  was  not  severe,  and  no 
requests  were  received  from  practitioners  for  prophylactic 
serum. 

Whooping'  Cough. — (Dne  hundred  and  seven  cases  of  whooj)- 
ing  cough  were  notified  during  the  year,  a figure  just  a little 
above  the  average.  Certain  districts  provide  for  immunisation 
against  this  dangerous  disease  of  childhood,  but  evidence  as  to 
its  value  is  most  conflicting.  No  steps  have  yet  been  taken  in 
this  district  to  institute  a general  immunising  scheme,  as  it  is 
felt  that  much  psychological  harm  would  be  done  if  such  a 
measure  were  recommended  and  had  eventually  to  be  dis- 
carded. Other  immunising  measures  of  proved  value  would 
probably  lose  caste  at  the  same  time.  Tt  is  hoped  that  the 
large  scale  exjoeriment  now  being  carried  out  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Medical  Research  Council  in  various  parts  of 
the  country  in  this  connection  will  bear  fruitful  results. 

Cerebro-spinal  Fever. — One  case  of  cerebro-spinal  fever 
came  to  notice  through  the  death  returns.  The  child,  age 
seven  months,  died  at  home  after  a very  short  illness,  and  the 
death  was  the  subject  of  inquest  proceedings. 

Dysentery.. — Twelve  cases  of  Sonne  dysentery  were  notified 
during  the  year,  and  it  is  probable  that  many  other  cases  of 
mild  diarrhoea  were  due  to  the  same  cause.  Most  of  the  cases 
occurred  during  an  outbreak  at  a large  home  for  girls  of 
school  age.  This  institute  has  a complement  of  135  girls  and 
7 resident  .staff.  Among  these  there  were  eleven  actual  cases, 
and  specimens  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  showed 
that  26  others  were  symptomless  carriers.  Steps  were  taken 
to  isolate  the  affected  children  in  the  home,  and  the  whole 
institution  was  placed  in  quarantine.  A second  complete 
bacteriological  examination  taken  three  weeks  after  the  last 
clinical  case  showed  that  fourteen  carriers  still  remained,  a 
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lew  of  wlioni  had  been  (dear  on  tlie  first  exaiHiiiati(«i.  These 
were  isolated  and  kept  under  observation  until  they  were  (dear, 
while  the  others  were  released  from  (|uai'antine.  In  this 
incident  the  extensive  carrier  state  cleared  fairly  rapidly  with- 
out the  use  of  any  specific  driu>s.  In  an  infected  cominunity 
of  this  size  the  bacteidological  standards  of  freedom  from 
infection  which  are  sometimes  recommended  in  this  disease  are 
(juite  impractieal)le,  and  are  of  very  doubtful  necessity. 

Typhoid  Fever. — This  is  a rare  condition  in  this  district, 
only  one  ])revious  case  having  been  notified  in  the  last  ten 
years.  The  ])atient  was  a girl  of  seven  years  of  age.  who  had 
recently  returned  from  a seaside  resort.  It  was  not  i)ossible 
to  trace  any  source  of  infection  in  this  district,  and  it  is 
not  improbable  that  she  may  have  been  infected  while  on 
holiday.  She  made  a good 'recovery. 

Food  Poisoning’. — 'fwo  outbi’caks  of  food  ])oisoning  came  to 
notice  and  both  wei'e  of  a somewhat  similar  nature. 

About  fifteen  minutes  after  their  evening  meal,  twenty  girls 
at  a women’s  hostel  were  taken  dl  with  abdominal  pains  and 
vomiting.  The  illness  was  of  shoi't  duration,  and  all  were  well 
by  the  following  day.  Suspicion  fell  on  a stew  as  the  cause 
of  the  trouble,  as  this  was  the  oidy  item  of  food  common  to  all 
who  developed  symptoms.  Incidentally,  a dog  who  was  given 
a portion  of  stew  "(('as  sick  shortly  afterwards.  The  shortness 
of  the  incubation  period  seemed  to  point  to  a chemical  poison, 
but  after  an  extensive  chemical  analysis,  the  analyst  found 
nothing  abnormal.  A bacteriological  examination  was  likewise 
negative.  It  was  concluded  therefoi-e,  that  the  illness  was 
probably  caused  by  toxins  in  the  stew,  the  incubation  inn-iod 
being  abnormally  short.  The  actual  infecting  organisms  may 
have  multiplied  in  the  stock,  and  although  they  would  have 
been  killed  in  the  cooking  pi-ocess.  left  heat-resistant  toxins 
for  which  there  is  no  known  test  othei’  than  the  ex])erimental 
one.  A culture  from  the  nose  of  the  cook  gave  a heavy  growth 
of  staphylococcus  aureus,  an  organism  which  is  known  to  be 
associated  with  food  i)oisoning  of  this  type. 

In  the  other  instance  four  members  of  a family  were  taken 
ill  within  a few  hours  of  each  otlu'r  with  symptoms  of  vomitina’ 
and  diarrhma.  In  no  case  was  the  illness  of  a .serious  nature. 
It  was  not  pos.sible  to  identify  with  ceriainty  the  particular 
article  of  food  responsible,  although  meat  pie  and  custard  were 
both  suspected.  Bacteriological  examinations  here  again  were 
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neg'ative,  ])iit  a heavy  growth  of  staphylococcus  aureus  was 
obtained  from  the  nose  of  the  person  who  j^repared  the  meal. 

The  responsibilities  of  ])ersons  engaged  in  preparing  food 
for  others  are  very  great,  and  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance 
that  they  should  be  acquainted  with  the  rules  of  the  hygiene 
of  the  kitchen,  and  put  them  into  ])ractice.  In  particular, 
cleanliness  to  almost  a surgical  degree  should  be  observed  in 
relation  to  the  hands. 

Scabies. — The  scheme  for  the  treatment  of  scabies  referred 
to  in  recent  rejmrts  continued  successfully.  There  was  a 
considerable  reduction  in  the  nunil)er  of  cases  reported. 
During  1946  301  persons  from  78  families  received  treatment. 
Of  these  175  persons  showed  definite  lesions,  the  remainder 
being  contacts  in  the  same  family. 

Verminous  conditions. — Cases  of  infestation  by  the  head, 
louse  were  referred  to  the  department  from  various  sources 
from  time  to  time  and  they  were  treated  by  the  Public  Health 
nurse.  68  cases  were  treated  in  this  manner.  Working  in  close 
co-operation  with  the  school  authorities,  homes  have  been 
visited  and  families  have  been  treated  as  a whole  for  verminous 
conditions.  This  has  led  to  a considerable  improvement  in 
the  cleanliness  of  school  children. 

No  case  of  body  louse  infestation  came  under  notice. 

WORK  OF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  NURSE. 

The  duties  of  this  officer  include  assistance  with  diphtheria 
immunisation,  the  treatment  of  scabies  and  other  verminous 
conditions,  routine  infectious  disease  enquiries,  the  supervision 
of  infectious  cases  treated  at  home,  the  following  up  of  cases 
discharged  from  the  isolation  hospital,  and  various  other  useful 
functions.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

1.  Water. — The  water  supply  provided  b}-  the  two  main 
water  undertakers  who  .sup])ly  the  district  has  remained  above 
suspicion. 

The  regular  inspection  and  sampling  of  wells  in  use  in  lairal 
parts  of  the  district  were  continued,  and  twelve  samples  of 
water  from  such  sources  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination,  six  of  which  were  satisfactory.  In  five  eases  the, 
water  was  of  a low  standard,  and  the  usei-s  were  given  instruc- 
tions as  to  the  precautions  to  be  adopted  when  using  the  water. 
The  remaining  sample  came  from  a very  old  well  and  was  not 
suitable  for  drinking.  As  an  alternative  supply  of  water  was 
available,  the  occupants  were  advised  not  to  use  the  well. 

During  the  year  ten  cottages  formerly  served  by  two  wells 
were  provided  with  a pi]Ded  supply  of  water  by  the  Ea.s't  Surrey 
Water  Co.  Action  in  this  case  was  taken  by  the  Council  under 
the  Water  Act,  1945. 

2.  Drainage  and  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. — No  exten- 
sion of  the  sewage  treatment  plant  at  any  of  the  Council’s 
three  works  has  been  canoed  out  during  the  year  and  no  new 
sewers  have  been  laid  other  than  those  serving  the  Council’s 
new  housing  estates. 

3.  Rivers  and  Streams. — Attention  continues  to  be  given  to 
keeping  the  public  watercourses  free  from  obstruction  ai\d 
pollution.

' I'articnlara  of  the  four  samples  found  to  contain  living  tubercle  bacilli 
were  passed  on  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the 
Divisional  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

The  herds  involved  were  examined,  further  sampling  being 
carried  out  by  the  Ministry’s  Officer,  and  in  three  cases  tuber- 
culous cows  were  seized  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order. 

In  the  fourth  case  it  was  found  that  a cow  (which  according 
to  the  owner,  appeared  to  be  suffering  from  tuberculosis)  had 
been  sold  for  slaughter  between  the  dates  of  original  sampling 
and  notification  of  results.

SPRAYING  PONDS  AND  DITCHES. 

The  systematic  spraying  o'f  ponds,  ditches,  water  courses  and 
water  holes  in  the  district  with  Mosquito  Oil  has  been  carried 
out  as  in  previous  years. 


The  foregoing  indicates  that  our  activities  are  gradually 
getting  back  to  normal-  The  work  of  inspection  of  premises 
has  increased,  but  we  are,  like  other  Sanitary  Inspectors 
throughout  the  country,  handicapped  by  scarcity  of  labour 
and  material,  the  latter  perhaps  more  than  the  former. 

New  houses  rightly  come  first,  but  the  repair  of  existing 
houses  should  not  be  completely  neglected.  Complaints  of 
insanitary  conditions  have  always  received  prompt  attention, 
and  the  opportunity  has  been  taken  to  get  repairs  carried  out 
in  this  manner  rather  than  the  routine  work  of  house  to  house 
inspection  under  the  Housing  Act  as  in  pre-war  days. 

It  is  with  regret  that  I have  to  record  the  death  during  the 
year  of  Mr.  Edward  Hinks,  our  Public  Analyst.  He  was  held 
in  very  high  regard  by  Inspectors  up  and  down  the  country, 
and  when  we  commenced  as  a Food  and  Drugs  authority  in 
1939  we  were  very  fortunate  in  his  being  appointed  as  our 
analyst. 

His  place  was  taken  by  Mr.  D.  D.  Moir,  M.Sc.,  who  was 
with  Mr.  Hinks  for  some  years. 

We  were  glad  to  welcome  back  to  the  Department  Mr.  C.  F. 
Packham  after  a long  i^eriod  of  captivity  in  Germany.  He 
has  not  wasted  any  time  as,  since  his  return,  he  has  been 
granted  leave  of  absence  by  the  Council  in  order  that  he  may 
take  a full-time  course  of  training  under  the  Government 
scheme  to  become  a Sanitary  Inspector. 
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T desire  to  place  on  record  niy  appi'cciation  of  the  support 
given  by  all  in  the  Department  and  to  thank  the  officers  and 
staff  in  other  departments  of  the  Council  for  their  ready 
co-operation  and  helpfulness.
